1, In previous reports, I related three SB versions concerning 5X08*3 
disappearance from Munich, I also commented on the possibility that SKOB 
went to the side of the pro-BANDERA ZCh/OUN and discussed various methods of 
confirming ny suspicions. Points which were not clarified were (a) where 
KASHUBA cej^brated the Christmas holiday, and (b) location of St epar^F BANDERA 
and Ste parmENKAVSKTY^ ^ Jp yf

carries a German border stamp. In addition, he had to fill out a control 
card at the border which is necessary for all foreigners who cross the Austrian- 
German border. (The date of his crossing can be checked via the control cards 
which are kept on file at the German border point.) Jjts 

3. The only point which remains unclear is his activities until 12 January 


1956, i.e., whether he remained in Innsbruck during this period or whether he 
also traveled to Salzhurg. He was not in Vienna, according to him. KASHUBA 
wants to go to Vienna during the early half of February 1956. He learned from 
TYUSHKA that 3,000 Ukrainians, rather Austrians of Ukrainian ancestry, live in 
Vienna.) 

4. Concerning BANDERA's location, all that I could learn is that he was 
in Munich during the first day of the Christmas holiday. According to Yuriy

5, If the above information is correct, then only KASHUBA, STETSKO and 
TYUSHKA were with SKOB in Austria (if SKOB was taken to Austria). 


I know thal/ STETSKO remained in Innsbruck for three days, during 
which jtime he not only stayed at TYUSMCA’s residence but/also visited Ing. 
Sergej/MIglZIEESK iT&nd met with Prof, for .yfnv^D URCAM SKI^the Slovak). One 
wonders if STETSKO had time to be with SKOB. 




7. During ny conversations with KASHUBA on 23 January 1956, I learned 
that he was in Munich during 13-15 January 1956. He stated that he telephoned 
me prior to 1700 hours on 13 January but I was not in. Others saw KASHUBA in 
Munich on 14 January and he stated that on this day he telephoned me shortly 
after dinner but did not find me in. This indicates that he did not leave 
Munich during this time.

9. SKOB*s disappearance forces KASHUBA to go to Vienna sometime during 
the first half of February 1956 in order to investigate the "KARMEN" affair 
and other problems which are related to the "KARMEN" letters. As I had reported 
earlier, based on KASHUBA 's statement, the first "KARMEN" letter to ZCh/OUN 
allegedly indicated that SKOB is a "Soviet provocateur" concerning whom it is 
necessary to be careful, SKOB's flight confirms, to a degree, "KARMEN's" 
warning. Aside from this, "KARMEN" commented on a group of other affairs 
which are absolutely accurate. For this reason, KASHUBA has hopes of finding 
traces of "KARMEN" in Vienna and is making studious preparations for this 
trip.
